LCC HOUSING TYPE PLANS 


HE London County Council Architect’s Department have published a book 

of Housing Type Plans. There is no foreword or introduction, so it is not 

clear to whom this book* is addressed or what is its purpose, but it must be 

assumed that it shows the results of the Council’s research over the ten years 
or so since the war which they wish to pass on to the public. 


Illustrated is a variety of plans of flats with balcony access, staircase access 
and point blocks; houses are represented by maisonettes and terrace houses. 
Economy appears to be the keynote throughout and since there is no doubt 
that this studied economy has led to congested planning, with dark corridors 
and halls, it is doubtful if any advancement has been made towards better 
planning. Indeed, the question arises whether this urge for economy has not 
proved a definite set-back to good planning. 


In studying the maisonettes and houses on narrow frontages, it will be seen 
that the staircases have become dark, especially on the upper floor, the only 
light being from the lower floor entrance door. The bathrooms and we’s 
are unlit and rely on artificial light and ventilation. This is dictated by the 
principle of economy in planning, but is it satisfactory ? Is it a good thing to 
have these two compartments without natural light all day ? Has it been 
found that artificial ventilation is sufficient to keep them fresh, and that an 
electric light bulb is sufficient for lighting ? Where more width is given, this

Is it not possible to 
straighten out some of the faults, even perhaps at extra cost, for the sake of 
convenience and amenity ? It might be that we are becoming a little too 


ingenious and in danger of forgetting how people live.

It would be interesting 
to compare these LCC schemes with others of a similar nature in London. 





Notes of the Week 


An Edinburgh Competition 


JXDINBURGH’S decision to promote 

a competition for the redevelop- 
ment of Leith Fort area by multi- 
storeyed flats (noted on another page) 
raises an interesting question of pro- 
cedure. Reporting to the Corporation 
on December 6, the housing committee 
suggested that the competition should be 
confined to ‘ architects practising on their 
own account or employed by firms with 
experience in the construction of multi- 
storeyed flats.’ 

Such an invitation would be com- 
pletely new to the United Kingdom, if 
we except a wartime competition organ- 
ised by the House-Building Industries’ 
Standing Committee for the design of 
houses on a regional basis (and in this 
case the architects were not employed 
by the builders) and the competition for 
a £1,000 house organised by The Builder 
in 1950 in which architects and builders 
collaborated. The RIBA_ regulations 
governing competitions do not, in fact, 
envisage such procedure. Since the war 
there has been an increase in the number 
of large civil engineering and contracting 
firms which employ their own architects, 
and some of these have accumulated con- 
siderable experience in the design and 
erection of multi-storeyed flats. The 
RIBA may well be faced with a knotty 
problem should such firms enter designs 
in this competition at Edinburgh, either 
as a firm or under the name of the staff 
architect who, more likely than not, may 
be a member of the Royal Institute. 


In the case under discussion, the res- 
ponsibility for approving conditions is 
primarily that of the Royal Incorporation 
of Architects in Scotland, but the matter 
is one to which the RIBA cannot be in- 
sensible. We shall hope that this point 
may be cleared up before the conditions 
of competition are published. 


Aid to Hungary 

THE RIBA Council have agreed that 
the Royal Institute shall act in the 
capacity of a ‘clearing house’ for the 
settlement of refugee architects and 
students from Hungary. It is anticipated 
that the problem will be threefold. The 
immediate and emergency problem will 
be to find temporary accommodation 
which must include both board and lodg- 
ing over the Christmas period and into 
the New Year, the aim being to get 
people out of transit camps and into an 
English home where they can more 
rapidly learn the language. The second 
problem will be to find jobs for qualified 
men and to get students settled at 


schools of architecture. The third prob- 
lem will be to get them established in 
permanent accommodation and, as an 
incidental, to provide them with funds 
to tide them over until they begin to 
draw salaries. 

The RIBA Council request, as a matter 
of urgency, that anyone who can (a) offer 
hospitality over the Christmas period or 
(b) offer board and lodging for a longer 
period will write in to the Secretary, 
RIBA, giving particulars of the accom- 
modation, its whereabouts and dates 
available. More important still, paid

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permanent nature is urgently needed ang 
employers who would be prepare! to 
take an assistant are asked to write in to 
the Secretary, RIBA, stating the approxi. 
mate standard of the assistant who c pul 
be taken, the address of the office ang 
the salary offered.

Aun identifiable Style 


Throughout this development, some- 
ti. is happening which needs watching 
rather carefully. It results, I think, from 
the fact that the development of a 
princely and episcopal uppercrust of 
feudal culture has always been accom- 
panied by its counterpart in indigenous 
folk—or ‘pop’-art in Czechoslovakia. 
But whatever the influences mutually at 
work between these parallel and inter- 
lacing stems, combining both western and 
Byzantine elements, a very clear and 
sparkling distillation emerges, infused 
with just that factor of strangeness pro- 
verbially essential to perfect beauty. 
Castles on hill-tops of Siennese silhouette 
have a fairy story look: Renaissance 
streets retain the Gothic gables of a Hans 
Andersen toyland, so that at first glance 
a model rather than reality seems photo- 
graphed: Gothic vaulting unfolds convo- 
luted like a carved radish or proliferates 
itself in a confectionery of ribs covering 
the whole roof. But these rather whimsy 
similes hardly convey the dreamlike and 
fantastic twists often given to familiar 
structural and decorative elements as well 
as the excellently selected photographs. 


It is perhaps to the Baroque, however, 
that the national genius took like a duck

the country’s greatest architects emerged.

The ABS Ball 


A SUBSTANTIAL further contribution 
towards the £60,000 required for the 
building of the Old People’s Homes was 
raised at the Architects’ Benevolent 
Society’s annual ball, which was held at 
Grosvenor House on December 12. 
Although the exact figure was not known 
at the time of going to press, it was 
thought that the sum raised would prove 
to be about £2,750, compared with £3,600 
last year. The decrease was not due, how- 
ever, to any lack of support for this year’s 
ball, but is accounted for by the fact that 
this year no raffle tickets were sold before 
the event, this decision being taken as the 
question of lotteries is now before 
Parliament. 


The ball was attended by over 1,100 
architects and their guests—who included 
Mr. Patrick Buchan-Hepburn, Minister 
of Works — and in addition about 100 
students came along to enliven the 
dancing with exhibitions of ‘rock and 
roll’ to Sydney Lipton’s band. The side- 
shows this year were more popular than 
ever, and in taking £550 they exceeded 
the average by £100 to £150. 


The theme of this year’s event was, of 
course, ‘ Archimation ’ — a hybrid word 
intended to describe the architect’s 
impingement upon the age of automation 
—and this was reflected in the backcloths 
designed by architectural students, and in 
the excellent programme, which fully 
maintained its reputation as an entertain- 
ment in itself. Thanks are due once again 
to the Ball Committee which, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. C. J. Epril, put in 
so much good work to provide a light- 
hearted and happy evening, not to 
mention a substantial cheque for the 
ABS Funds.

HE new church is connected at the east to an exist- 
ing church hall, classrooms, parlour, vestries and 
community rooms belonging to the congregation 
which suffered only minor damage when the earlier 
church was destroyed during the war. 

The new building has seating capacity for 300 
approximately, and includes a children’s chapel, 
with separate entrance doors from the porch but 
communicating by means of a folding sliding screen 
with the body of the church.

Construction: The main frame is of reinforced 
concrete ; uprights and cross members are precast 
and jointed at points of contraflecture; roof decking 
units are precast concrete and span between the main 
portal frames.

Michael Ventris 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


SIR,—Michael Ventris died at the age 

of 34 on September 6 in a motor 
accident. His discovery that the Linear B 
texts of Knossos, Pylos, Mycenae, and 
other sites were Greek ranks as one of 
the most brilliant achievements of 
scholarship and has been internationally 
acclaimed a feat of the same order as 
that of Champollion in deciphering the 
Egyptian hieroglyphs. The discoverer 
was awarded the Order of the British 
Empire by Her Majesty the Queen, an 
honorary doctorate by the University of 
Uppsala, and an honorary research asso- 
ciateship by University College, London. 
The brilliance of this discovery is matched 
by its importance and it will take years to 
work out the consequences of the new 
knowledge which proves that Mycenaean 
civilisation was Greek-speaking; gives us 
texts contemporary with and compar- 
able with texts from the adjoining 
civilisations of Egypt and the Near East; 





and shows us the state of the Greek lan- 
guage half a millennium before our 
earliest Greek literature. 


Michael Ventris was trained and practised 
as an architect. To his profession he brought 
the same analytical brilliance that distin- 
guished him as a classical scholar, and there 
lay ahead of him a career of exceptional 
promise. He had an uncanny gift for lan- 
guages, ancient and modern, and was fired 
to study the Linear B texts by a lecture 
given by Sir Arthur Evans which he heard 
when he was a schoolboy at Stowe. He 
was, moreover, a person of quite peculiar 
charm who was instantaneously loved by 
all with whom he came into contact. 

We feel that many people will wish to 
join us in forming some memorial to his 
genius and personality. We hope that it may 
be possible to found a Michael Ventris 
memorial award or studentship, which would 
be open both to post-graduate students who 
were working on subjects connected with 
Mycenaean civilisation and to students of 
architecture, because we feel that thus his 
two main interests would be represented. The 
fund would be used either for studentships 
or for grants and would be administered by 
a trust representing the two interests. Con-

) ie theatre replaces the old Palace Variety Theatre which was destroyed by fire in 1954. The total number 

of seats is 1,238; 706 in the stalls, 532 in the circle. The site lines have been calculated to give satisfactory 
viewing for wide screen, the area of screen available being 40 ft. by 22 ft. The site is very congested, and led 
to considerable difficulties in solving the necessary ‘Means of Escape’ from the various levels. 

The auditorium is simply treated and is mainly lighted by ceiling downlighters, but an indirectly lighted 
trough in the centre of the ceiling gives added interest. The proscenium is simple and has a surround of bright 
points of light framing the very rich tabs which are grey velour with a decorative motif in gold and red satin 
appliqué. The tabs are lighted by three-colour battens at the top and on the two vertical sides, the ‘float’ 
being omitted here in order to provide accommodation for high velocity air inlets at apron level. The surfaces 
surrounding the proscenium are painted warm red with the side walls in a fairly dark tone of blue. A panel 
in the ceiling and the balcony soffit are painted a gold yellow colour. 

The rear walls completely and the side walls in alternating panels are covered with acoustic tiles for the 
necessary acoustic correction. The seats are upholstered in cherry red material.

General heating is by radiators supplied by fully 
automatic oil-fired boilers. 

The main entrance from Eldon-street is protected 
by and lighted from a canopy constructed of metal 
with aluminium sheet soffit, containing downlighters. 
The doors are flanked with maroon glazed tiles and 
communicate with a semi-circular foyer containing 
a circular island pay box with polished teak panelled 
front. The central feature of the foyer is the sales 
kiosk which is brilliantly illuminated. The foyer is 
lighted from recessed ceiling fittings, arranged in a 
radial pattern. Walls and ceiling are painted and the 
floor is terrazzo. The colour scheme is pink walls 
with white architraves, etc., and a bright yellow ceiling 
separated from the walls by an olive green band. 

The first-floor foyer is simply treated with recessed 
ceiling lights in the form of star shapes cut out of the 
fibrous plaster ceiling which is painted pale blue. 
The walls are painted and the decoration scheme of 
pink and white is continued. The main elevation to 
Eldon-street is simply treated with a central panel of 
light coloured bricks contrasting with a darker 
brick surround.

Haileybury was the next step, but the 
treatment he had received left its mark 
upon him, and he never develoved any 
self-confidence until, in 1876, he went to 
Oxford. His four years at Exeter 
College are chiefly memorable for 
Ruskin’s lectures, which gave Blomfield 
the poor opinion of this critic he was 
always to hold. He once svoke of him 
as having ‘a disastrous misconception of 
architecture.’ 
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Apprenticeship 


When Blomfield was 23 he came down, 
with no fixed idea about a career. His 
uncle, Sir Arthur Blomfield, the eccle- 
Siastical architect, suggested taking him 
into his office, and the offer was accepted. 
In his autobiography, Blomfield mentions 
how the articling system was then about 
the only way an architect could be 
trained. Among its disadvantages were 
the infrequent occasions when the master 
could devote much time to his pupils. 
B!omfield’s apprenticeship was marked 
by a growing dislike of Gothic, as 
prectised by revivalists, and a deepening 
'-eord for the Renaissance. 

') 1882 he entered the Royal Academy 
ool of Architecture and, while train- 
©. put in a three-month study tour of 

Continent. Shortly afterwards he 
in to write. One article, on English 
dens, formed a preliminary sketch for 
first book, The Formal Garden in 
land (1892), illustrated by Inigo 
mas, a work that had much influence 
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upon garden planning, and ran to three 
editions. 

After a year at the Academy Blomfield 
launched out into private practice. He 
took rooms in  Southampton-street, 
Bloomsbury, below those of his friend, 
Edward Prior, and waited for work. 
The first commission came when a cousin 
asked him to design a house for him at 
Weybridge. Next he restored Beckley 
Church, Sussex, and undertook several 
small jobs. 

Through Prior, Blomfield met Lethaby, 
Macartney, Newton and Horsley; all 
moving spirits in the Art Workers’ 
Guild, which Blomfield joined in 1885. 
He now set to work on more books. His 
History of Renaissance Architecture in 
England, 1500-1800 (1897) became a 
standard work, and was a _ distinct 
turning-point in his career, bringing him 
several excellent commissions. The first 
was rebuilding the east wing of 
Brocklesby Park, Lincolnshire, after the 
original had been destroyed by fire. 
Next Apethorpe, Northants, claimed his 
attention, and this he converted into the 
early Georgian stvle of his predilection. 


Work on Great Houses 


About 1900 Lord Binning called 
Blomfield in to recondition his Adam 
house, Mellerstain, near Kelso. As in the 
case of the other two, Blomfield also re- 
designed much of the garden. Heath- 
field Park, Sussex, he altered completely, 
stripped off the stucco and, by adding an 
attic storey with tiled roof, made it into 
a Georgian house. 

Chequers, now the home of prime 
ministers, was also altered by Blomfield. 
It was he who discovered that under the 
stucco some beautiful Henry VIII brick- 
work lay hidden. The inconvenience of 
the interior was transformed by him into 
something pleasant and easy to run. The 
last great house with which he was con- 
nected, before World War I, was 
Wretham, Norfolk. Among others he 
redesigned were Wyphurst, near Cran- 
leigh, and Moundsmere, Hants. 

Nineteen hundred and six was a key 
year for Blomfield. In it he was 
appointed Professor of Architecture to 
the Royal Academy; elected Honorary 
Fellow of his Oxford college; and invited 
to design St. Paul’s Cross. Regarding the 
last, he preferred to produce a model 
more in keeping with Wren’s building 
rather than a replica of the fifteenth- 
century outdoor pulpit that had gone 
before. It may be seen in the church- 
yard, north-west of the cathedral. It 
consists of a column, surmounted by a 
bronze figure of St. Paul, supported by 
four large scrolled brackets in early 
eighteenth-century style. Next Blomfield 
tackled something quite different in the 
Carlton Club, for which he redesigned 
all three fronts in Portland stone. 

In 1911 Blomfield published the first 
two volumes of his History of French 
Architecture 1661-1774 but, owing to the 
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war and pressure of work, it was 10 
years before the history was completed. 
1912-1914 marked his Presidency of the 
RIBA. It was mainly owing to his 
efforts that a revised plan for the regi- 
stration of architects was put through. 
Blomfield had led the attack against the 
earlier scheme, but had always felt some 
form of registration was necessary. 


Award of Gold Medal 


During his term of office he was 
awarded the Royal Gold Medal of the 
RIBA and, in February, 1914, elected 
RA. About now it was found necessary 
to repair that American place of 
pilgrimage, Sulgrave Manor, the ancestral 
home of the Washingtons, and Blomfield 
was called in as architect. He was 
obliged to recondition the entire building, 
and was responsible for the present 
formal garden and orchard. 


Then came a cessation of normal 
activity with the advent of war. Early 
in 1918 Blomfield became one of the prin- 
cipal architects of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. He designed the 
‘Cross of Sacrifice,” which became the 
‘sealed pattern’ for every war cemetery. 
His aim in creating the familiar bronze 
sword symbol was to make something 
abstract and impersonal. To quote his 
own words, ‘to keep clear of any of the 
sentimentalities of Gothic.” Among the 
many war memorials Blomfield designed 
were the expression of Belgian thanks to 
the British people on the Embankment, 
and the three on the pylon motive—one 
at Torquay, another at Luton and the 
third the RAF Memorial, also on the 
Embankment. 

Then came the Menin Gate to com- 
memorate the dead of the Ypres Salient. 
After the opening ceremony King Albert 
of the Belgians slipped something into 
Blomfield’s hand, in the manner of a 
kindly uncle tipping a nephew. It was 
the Order of the Crown of Belgium. 
Ignored by his own country, save for a 
knighthood in 1919, Blomfield felt very 
touched by this kingly gesture. He also 
designed the English Memorial Church, 
school and parsonage north-west of 
Ypres Cathedral. 

We now come to the Quadrant, 
Regent-street and, in view of the recent 
announcement about rebuilding Picca- 
dilly Circus, it may be worth delving into 
Blomfield’s autobiography to see what 
he had to say on this subject. 

In 1905 Norman Shaw had been asked 
to undertake a new Quadrant. The 
result was rusticated arches surmounted 
by partly rusticated Ionic columns run- 
ning through three storeys, and support- 
ing a bold entablature. Above were stone 
dormers, and a huge slate roof with more 
dormers, dotted with frequent high stone 
chimneys. This had been considered 
unsatisfactory, both on account of cost 
and the opposition of shop owners. 

The year of Shaw’s death (1912) a 
committee, on which Blomfield served, 
was appointed. It recommended that all 
Shaw’s design be maintained with the 
exception of. the chimneys. Ernest 
Newton and Sir Aston Webb were among 
those consulted, but it was Blomfield who 
was asked to submit the final designs. 

This he did, and included in them the

whole Quadrant (except the Piccadilly 
Hotel), the County Fire Office, the return 
facade in Piccadilly up to the hotel, and 
buildings at the top and on both sides of 
Lower Regent-street. 


One Composition 


His solution was to treat Shaw’s build- 
ing as the centre of one great com- 
position, from Vigo-street to the Circus 
on the south side, with plain fagades east 
and west of the hotel, and pavilions at 
either end, a return to Shaw’s design 
being suggested in the Ionic columns. 
Rectangular shopfronts were substituted 
for Shaw’s rusticated arches. 

Shaw intended archways over Air- 
street, but Blomfield found he was unable 
to repeat his columns above without an 
impression of crushing the haunches of 
the arch. So he introduced a pedestal 
course and a Roman Doric column, thus 
obtaining an appearance of solidity. 

When Blomfield got to Air-street he 
found insufficient space to finish Shaw’s 
great roof with an unbroken ridge line, 
so he had to carry the upper part of the 
building further south to avoid blocking 
the hotel windows. That is why there is 
a semi-circular arch over the colonnade 
above Air-street on the south side. 

The site is triangular, coming to an 


acute angle at Glasshouse-street, so it was 
impossible to treat the big roof satisfac- 
torily at this front. Instead, Blomfield 
stopped the roof short of it, and designed 
the copper dome. His only regret in the 
whole project was that the Quadrant had 
to be rebuilt in stone rather than the 
brick he considered London’s natural 
material. 


The design of Piccadilly Circus could 
not be completed because the LCC con- 
trol the property after Glasshouse-street, 
and the lease of the London Pavilion 
does not expire until 1962. But, in 1929, 
Blomfield drew up a scheme for the 
Circus in which he transformed it into 
an oblong, cutting off the corner on the 
north side of Shaftesbury-avenue, with 
new facades on the Pavilion and Criterion 


sites. This plan has remained in cold 
storage. 
Blomfield’s third work of major 


distinction was Lambeth Bridge (opened 
1932). This he designed in collaboration 
with Sir George Humphreys and Topham 
Forrest, a former Chief Architect to the 
LCC. Steel and reinforced concrete 
were the main materials, the piers being 
of granite. In its day the bridge was con- 
sidered an example of adventurous 
modern architecture.

One Composition 


His solution was to treat Shaw’s build- 
ing as the centre of one great com- 
position, from Vigo-street to the Circus 
on the south side, with plain fagades east 
and west of the hotel, and pavilions at 
either end, a return to Shaw’s design 
being suggested in the Ionic columns. 
Rectangular shopfronts were substituted 
for Shaw’s rusticated arches. 

Shaw intended archways over Air- 
street, but Blomfield found he was unable 
to repeat his columns above without an 
impression of crushing the haunches of 
the arch. So he introduced a pedestal 
course and a Roman Doric column, thus 
obtaining an appearance of solidity. 

When Blomfield got to Air-street he 
found insufficient space to finish Shaw’s 
great roof with an unbroken ridge line, 
so he had to carry the upper part of the 
building further south to avoid blocking 
the hotel windows. That is why there is 
a semi-circular arch over the colonnade 
above Air-street on the south side. 

The site is triangular, coming to an 


acute angle at Glasshouse-street, so it was 
impossible to treat the big roof satisfac- 
torily at this front. Instead, Blomfield 
stopped the roof short of it, and designed 
the copper dome. His only regret in the 
whole project was that the Quadrant had 
to be rebuilt in stone rather than the 
brick he considered London’s natural 
material. 


The design of Piccadilly Circus could 
not be completed because the LCC con- 
trol the property after Glasshouse-street, 
and the lease of the London Pavilion 
does not expire until 1962. But, in 1929, 
Blomfield drew up a scheme for the 
Circus in which he transformed it into 
an oblong, cutting off the corner on the 
north side of Shaftesbury-avenue, with 
new fagades on the Pavilion and Criterion 


sites. This plan has remained in cold 
storage. 
Blomfield’s third work of major 


distinction was Lambeth Bridge (opened 
1932). This he designed in collaboration 
with Sir George Humphreys and Topham 
Forrest, a former Chief Architect to the 
LCC. Steel and reinforced concrete 
were the main materials, the piers being 
of granite. In its day the bridge was con- 
sidered an example of adventurous 
modern architecture.

MANAGEMENT OF COMPETITIONS.—It 
has happened, in too many instances 
of late, that where competitions have 
been advertised and elaborate designs 
sent in from all parts of the country, 
architects resident on the spot have had 
members of the committees frequently 
at their offices, and both rendering assis- 
tance by their suggestions, and all but 
pledged for their support, to say nothing 
of rejected designs having been first 
traced or borrowed from. By such 
means, not only have competitions been 
rendered useless, and the mottoes on the 
drawings and ‘address in sealed enve- 
lopes,’ been only ‘a mockery, a delu- 
sion, and a snare,’ to honourable men at 
a distance; but the practice of architec- 
ture, alike as a science and an art, has 
received serious injury. For no archi- 
tect who can forget what is honourable 
and manly, so far as to adopt such a 
course, will ever be likely to throw that 
exalted sentiment into his compositions 
which architecture is capable of embody- 
ing, when the mind and hand labour 
under the inspiration of a noble and 
manly soul.—BeTA.

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MOVING FROM THE SLUMS 


Advice to Local Authorities on the Human Problems 


APVICE on the human problems likely 
to be faced by families moving to new 
homes from the slums is contained in a 
report* by the Housing Management Sub- 
Committee of the Central Housing Advisory 
Committee published on December 11. 

Most families look forward eagerly to the 
offer of a better home and welcome the 
prospect of a move. For the majority the 
transfer to a new district will bring prob- 
lems, domestic, social or economic, but most 
families are able to solve these without 
anxiety and without the need for outside 
help.. Nevertheless, there are families with 
special problems and some who are reluc- 
tant to move at all. 

For these reasons the committee place the 
highest importance on local authorities giv- 
ing families full and early information about 
what is to be done, why it is to be done, 
and when, and in using humane, experienced 
and well-qualified staff for both home visits 
and interviews at the office. Local authori- 
ties are recommended to review arrange- 
ments for visiting and interviewing families 
who are to be moved, and short training 
courses for housing management staff 
engaged in slum clearance work are advo- 
cated, 


Information Offices 


As the time draws nearer for the move, 
families will want to know in some detail 
about the kind of accommodation on the 
new estates, and will ask questions about 
things like employment for women, schools, 
clinics, medical services, transport, shopping 
and the keeping of pets. One or more mem- 
bers of the staff should be made responsible 
for dealing with all inquiries, and the com- 
mittee commend the idea of setting up an 
information office on large clearance sites 
where they are some distance away from the 
housing department. 

Often alarm at the prospect of a move 
can be allayed by persuading families to 
visit the new estate, and local authorities 
have found it very useful to put on view a 
furnished house or flat. 

Varied Accommodation. A varied reserve 
of accommodation is required to meet the 
differing needs of families. Pre-war estates 
often provide lower-rented and more simply 
equipped houses and vacancies in these can 
sometimes be created by transferring tenants 
who are willing to move to a more modern 
dwelling. Exchange of tenancies and 
acquisition by the council of older houses 
can also help to secure the necessary 
variety. 

The importance of ties with relatives and 
friends is stressed: ‘Where two or three 
families have long been relying on each 
other as neighbours, they may well look for 
each other’s help even more in a fresh area 
and would welcome a joint move. Our own 
feeling is that the strongest efforts should be 
made in these cases to move families with 
their neighbours.’ 


In the committee’s view greater effort 
should be made, especially in the redevelop-

ment of central areas, to provide more 
houses for families with young children, 
leaving the flats to be occupied by childless 
people or those whose children are of 
school agé or over. Playgrounds should 
form an essential part of all new housing 
and the redevelopment of congested areas. 

Hobbies and Pets. The prospect of giving 
up hobbies or pets should not be taken 
lightly. ‘ Where families are anxious about 
this, exchanges should be sought so that 
they can move to a house where they can 
continue their hobbies and keep their pets,’ 
remark the committee, adding: ‘We know 
that some authorities do not impose an 
absolute embargo on keeping cats or dogs 
in flats but deal with cases as they come. 
We hope that all authorities will be sympa- 
thetic, and at least encourage interests that 
do not interfere with the comfort of other 
tenants.’ 

They urge that shops should be provided 
in advance and that a telephone kiosk should 
be given an early priority. The continuity 
of health and other services should be pre- 
served, and it may be necessary to provide 
a welfare clinic. The housing manager 
should be ready to give full information 
about the availability of services on or near 
the new estate, and where the estate is large 
it is useful to display a map at main 
entrances showing where shops, schools, 
clinics and other services are to be found. 


Rents. Discussing rents, the committee 
point out that many families moving from 
slum clearance areas realise that a higher 
rent is amply justified by the better accom- 
modation and that tenants may find their 
costs in some directions actually reduced. 
Families whose incomes are really too low 
to meet the normal rent can be helped either 
by being charged a reduced rent or by being 
offered a lower-rented house. A rent rebate 
or differential rent scheme sets the local 
authority free to allocate new accommoda- 
tion solely in the best interests of the 
family’s requirements. ‘The whole process 
becomes easier,’ observe the committee, 
‘The search for alternative accommodation 
for this reason is avoided, and the family 
can enjoy to the full the great benefits which 
the slum clearance programme is designed 
to provide.’ 


Hire Purchase Problems 


Furniture. Many tenants on moving to a 
larger house need additional furniture, floor 
coverings and curtains, and unless something 
has been done to get these things in advance 
they will probably have to buy them on a 
hire purchase basis. The committee recom- 
mend that as a check on too hasty expendi- 
ture regulations should be introduced requir- 
ing the signature of both the husband and 
wife to hire purchase agreements. Local 
authorities can assist families with low in- 
comes by helping them to obtain essential 
furniture and bedding. The collection and 
distribution of second-hand furniture, in co- 
operation with voluntary organisations, 
would also help the poorer families. 

Old People. The special problems of old 
people are discussed in detail. It is an 
advantage if they can be housed near rela- 
tives or friends, but where they wish to 
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remain near their old homes prefereng, 
might be given to them where it is pessibj 
to rehouse on the cleared site, or it may lx 
possible to meet their needs by exchange; 
so that they can move into small |:ouse 
vacated by larger families, or by acc uiring 
and converting houses in adjoining arvs, 
Local authorities are recommend d ty 
seek the help of such bodies as Old People 
Welfare Committees and the We nen; 
Voluntary Services in helping old peo dle to 
move and to settle down in their new | ome 
and to ensure that services on whicl: they 
have relied previously, such as a hom« help 
or ‘meals on wheels,’ are still availab!>. 


Shops. Many small shopkeeper: are 
likely to be displaced in the course of slum 
clearance, and relatively few shops of a 
similar kind are usually provided on 1o0.- 
ing estates. The ‘corner shop,’ in the com- 
mittee’s view, meets a definite social need, 
and they believe that more shops 0: this 
kind would do as much as anything ese to 
help new tenants to feel at home. Plans of 
such shops are appended to the r: port, 
Local authorities are urged to make fuil use 
of their powers to pay compensation t» dis- 
placed shopkeepers and to do their best to 
provide premises in which small busiriesses 
can be enabled to carry on. 


FORESTRY 
COMMISSION 


Land Shortage Results in Less 
Planting 


THE annual report of the Forestry Com- 
missioners for the Forest Year 1955 (HMSO, 
4s. 6d.), just published, deplores the fact that 
shortage of land resulted in a reduction jn 
the area planted. Nevertheless, the Com- 
mission’s forests, with acquired woodlands, 
exceed a million acres for the first time dur- 
ing the year under review. 


Production and Sale of Produce.—The 
volume of timber and thinnings disposed of 
standing in the woods amounted to 3.92m. 
cu. ft., compared with 1.99m. cu. ft. in the 
previous year. Sales of round timber and 
sawlogs increased from 3.39 to 3.60m. cu. ft. 
and the quantity of telegraph and transmis- 
sion poles disposed of was more than double 
the 1954 volume. 


The gross income from the disposal of 
forest products was £2,425,000; direct ex- 
penditure on felling, preparation and 
despatch of produce was £1,444,000. 

Housing and Roads.—During the year 176 
houses for forest workmen and local super- 
visory staff were completed; a further 108 
were in course of erection. Good progress 
was made in the construction of forest rouds. 
and 338 miles of motorable roads were com- 
pleted. : 


Research and Education —Expenditute 
on extensive research work and special! in- 
vestigations into forestry problems amour‘ed 
to £234,000. 


National Forest Parks—The formation of 
the Border National Forest Park was .0- 
nounced by the Commission. 


Finance. — Payments during the 3:af 
amounted to £11,053,705 and receipt: to 
£2,658,827. The amount paid into he 
Forestry Fund from Parliamentary V< ‘es 
was £8,473,000.

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The Motor Vehicle and Civic Design 


PROFESSOR MYLES WRIGHT’S PAPER AT THE RIBA 


A PAPER on ‘The Motor Vehicle 
+* and Civic Design’ was given by 
ProrESSOR HENRY MYLES WRIGHT, MA, 
FRIBA, at a meeting of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, held at 
66, Portland-place, W1, on Tuesday, 
December 11, from which we take the 
following extracts. Professor Myles 
Wright said: 

The title of this paper is not quite a 
correct description of ‘its contents. It 
should have been called ‘the motor 
vehicle’s probable influence on future 
town planning and building develop- 


ment.” 
A Coming Battle 


Starting from the assumption that 
motor vehicles will become much more 
numerous than they now are, it tries 
to show that they will influence both the 
locaiion and form of new _ building 
deveiopment much more radically than 
most Official plans assume. It is also 
held that we can foresee a good deal 
about the influences that will tend to 
resisi them, and the detailed forms of 
layout and new building which far more 
numerous motor vehicles will tend to 
bring into existence. 


In short, I ‘shall tonight try to des- 
cribe a coming battle. But for this to be 
worth while we must agree that there 
is going to be a battle, and I hope that 
agreement will reach as far as that— 
despite Suez. When vehicles on the roads 
have been increasing at round about half 
a million a year, have doubled in num- 
bers since before the war and will 
probably double again within 10 or 12 
years—in these circumstances we can 
hardly say the motor vehicle problem 
has crept up on us. Yet the all-round 
convenience of the motor vehicle for 
those who can manage to use one still 
seems to be doubted, to the extent of 
pooh-pooing any big efforts to provide 
for its more convenient use. And of 
course the present difficulties over oil 
from the Near East provide a useful, 
though surely temporary, additional 
argument for those who deny that 
Britain is entering the motor age in a big 
way. I believe we can deny it no longer. 


A motor car—1956—has been rightly 
called a pair of seven-leagued boots, a 
raincoat, a Shopping basket, mobile office 
and even a makeshift week-end cottage. 
In the difficult world of the middle class 
it is one of the few really good things: 
if you can use it! I am sure that all who 
can will and that the social revolution, 
churning on, will make cars as plentiful 
among wage earners as television sets. 


The commercial vehicle is not quite 
30 advantageous because, on long hauls, 
the restriction to 20 m.p.h. in Britain 
deprives the truck of one of its great 
advantages. And on short hauls loading 
and unloading points are so often con- 
gested. Nevertheless, the residual advan- 
lage is so great that nearly three-quarters 
0! all goods by value now move by road. 


This includes much bulk goods. 


It follows that organised bulk trans- 
port, human or other, along fixed routes, 
is declining and individual small unit 
any-direction transport is increasing. 
This is made only too plain by the finan- 
cial difficulties of the railways and the 
drop in the passengers carried by London 
Transport and other bus companies. 


In order to be used efficiently, how- 
ever, motor vehicles need space to move, 
to unload and for storage when unused. 
This and one other rather obvious fact 
summarise between them the coming 
struggle. A large part of our largest 
towns was built in Victorian times, in 
railway and horse-and-cart times, and 
the buildings cluster closely around rail- 
ways and docks. In the last 25 years 
there has been a great change. Largely 
by means of the motor vehicle, dwellings 
have fanned out around most towns, 
especially larger towns. To a smaller 
extent employment has also moved out, 
but chiefly dwellings. 


Two forces have been at work which 
nourished each other. One was a wide- 
spread demand by the urban population 
for more elbow room; for houses and 
gardens, school playing fields and much 
else. The other was the motor vehicle’s 
need for space. The two forces together 
produced the well-known sprawl. The 
jobs, however, to a very large extent 
remained in the big towns. Nearly all 
who could afford it have escaped as far 
as the chain of the daily journey allows. 
The edge of one sprawl touches the next 
in certain places and we have the con- 
urbations. The six conurbations of 
England and Wales contain 40 per cent. 
of the population ; about eight million 
jobs. The sprawl has not been halted 
since the war though we intended to do 
so. This is shown by the plots of new 
dwellings built in and near London and 
Birmingham since the war. 


Impact of Slum Clearance 


In the last two years we have, I think, 
reached a new Stage in the battle between 
the forces making for dispersal and those 
which favour continued concentration 
of people and jobs in and very near the 
larger cities. Motor vehicles have become 
available for all who can pay for them, 
we cannot postpone much longer the 
construction of special motor roads, and 
we have decided to pay much more 
attention to slum clearance. It is this last 
resolve, if it is really a resolve, that will 
compel us to examine dispersal much 
more searchingly and to take more 
determined and controversial action than 
we have so far. 


The amount of overspill of population 
that will be needed if central districts 
are to be rebuilt to modern standards 
of space has varied in different calcula- 
tions. The Permanent Secretary of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment has recently accepted a figure of 
about two million people. As she has 
said, in terms of new dwellings needed 
outside the big towns it is not at all an 
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impossible figure: 500,000 or 700,000 


new dwellings. 

In all other ways, to move two million 
people out of the big towns—right out 
of them and not merely to their edges— 
is likely to be very difficult indeed. It 
even seems to be so difficult that we have 
not got to the point of looking at it 
rightly. Two million people moved 
means the creation, in these days, of 
nearly one million new jobs outside the 
big towns; and, of course, the closing 
down of one million jobs in the big 
towns. 


Put this way we can understand why 
the big cities are tackling the problem 
more formally, or at least more dutifully, 
than enthusiastically. Liverpool, for 
example, may accept the fact that if its 
central districts are to be properly rebuilt 
150,000 will have to move out. To 
announce that 75,000, or even 50,000 jobs 
are to be closed down, would be much 
less acceptable. 


I suggest that the most far-sighted, 
energetic and wealthy firms and people 
will probably decentralise themselves. 
The coming motor roads and atomic 
power stations, in conjunction with the 
electricity grid, television and teleprinters 
will form a frame on which a new 
motorised industrial and office-working 
aristocracy will build their own settle- 
ments, somewhere near a motorway and 
perhaps 50 miles from London or 
25 from Birmingham. It seems surprising 
that more land and property companies 
have not thought already of shopping and 
office estates like the shopping centre at 
Wilmslow near Manchester that opened 
a few weeks ago. I am sure that some 
developments of this kind will be pro- 
posed directly we have our first motor- 
ways. To live, say, in Northampton and 
work in such a new centre, half-way be- 
tween AS and A6 and not far from Al, 
might well be to have Britain at your 
command in a motorised age and as 
pleasant surroundings as a reasonable 
person could wish for. 

But unorganised private decentralisa- 
tions of this type would probably give 
very little help to the big overspill prob- 
lem. They would be too small in scale 
and too few. 

At the present moment, at the outset of 
the new battle between dispersal and con- 
tinued concentration, the Ministry and the 
big cities are at odds with each other. The 
Minister is disturbed at the new offices 
springing up in central London and also 
wants the big cities to put green belts 
round themselves and to arrange for their 
own overspills. But he will not apparently 
consent to any more new towns being 
started. 


Lack of Enthusiasm 


A big city, on the other hand, looks 
with lack of enthusiasm at the prospect, 
when money is very tight, of bribing 
some other local authority to take some 
of its populations and employment and 
of then having to buy the site vacated by 
the employment. And if a family moving 
from the big city has been living in a 
privately owned house, there may be 
nothing to stop another family moving 
into that same house next day. So the 
big city may subsidise the receiving 
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authority for 10 years for nothing at all. 
It is hardly surprising that to many hard- 
headed but not at all thick-headed coun- 
cillors of big cities the present schemes 
seem to combine the disadvantages of 
throwing money away and paying for 
your own funeral. 

Yet the slums are there and they can- 
not be rebuilt unless half a million or so 
families move out of the big cities. There 
are powerful forces making for dispersal 
and also powerful forces making for con- 
tinued concentration. In these circum- 
stances development is taking the form 
one would expect in this huge pull-devil- 
pull-baker game. There is more or less 
random expansion on the outskirts of the 
big cities and as much central flat build- 
ing as public opinion will stand. Outside 
London, the danger of decay of the inner 
portions of the Victorian cities seems to 
me very real. 


If the great provincial cities are to 
prosper in the motor age they must surely 
have a great deal of money spent on them, 
mainly to open them up to motor traffic. 
Unless a car can run right into the 
central business district, or a lorry run 
right into the docks or industrial district, 
and get away again over unobstructed 
roads, the prosperity of the city will cer- 
tainly decline. All who can will move 
out. To ensure unobstructed access to 
central districts will require urban motor- 
ways running above or below local roads 
when they come near the centre. I do 
not think we can say that we cannut 
afford these. If big cities are to prosper 
in a motor age they cannot do without 
such roads. 


Question of Appearance 


The motorways will make a great 
difference to the appearance of our cities 
but not necessarily for the worse. Their 
scale is very large but they can also be 
very fine to look at. They will be the 
twentieth-century equivalents of the 
Victorian railway viaducts and cuttings, 
and they will require skilful design by 
men trained in traffic engineering, of 
whom we have too few. They will be 
the new skeleton of the town. I see no 
reason why they should tend to cut up 
the town into sectors, provided they are 
sunk or raised. I believe a big city should 
not fear the cost. 

If room for urban motorways and their 
space-consuming approaches is to be 
found in the central districts, overspill, as 
now estimated, would be somewhat in- 
creased. At the same time, if the town 
has been given a new lease of life by the 
construction of the motorways, the 
export of jobs may become more dif- 
ficult. 1 see no prospect of getting over 
this difficulty within, say, 20 years except 
by the creation of satellite towns fairly 
close to the exporting city. 


These satellites should be pvlaced near a 
motorway, and if vossible a railway line 
serving the exporting city, and should 
concentrate to begin with on the pro- 
vision of iobs. Each would be an 
industrial estate, office centre and, so far 
as possible, a shopping centre laid out for 
a motor age. It would aim to draw out 
workers from the parent city. In the 
early stages workers would travel out 
daily, thus helping local transport com- 


panies to balance their rush-hour traffic 
and their budgets. Houses would follow, 
either in the new town or in adjoining 
existing small towns. The exporting city 
would be very closely linked with the 
new town or new regional employment 
centre. It might even own it and 
manage it so that one could have, as it 
were, a job in Manchester-in-the-town or 
in Manchester-in-the-country. 


The Alternatives 


This brings us to the problem of how 
far the satellite should be from the parent 
city. In brief, I believe that many 
employments and people will be willing 
to move a little way out of their home 
town but unwilling to go right away. 
The alternatives are not, therefore, long- 
distance decentralisation versus satellites, 
but continued random sprawl versus the 
satejlites: a very different matter. Allow- 
ing for a green belt and faster travel by 
motorways, a distance of 10 to 15 miles 
seems most suitable for a provincial city. 
The Minister has said he is very worried 
about the rash of new office building 
in central London. A new centre for up 
to 50,000 office workers on the outskirts 
would help to balance the inward flow of 
workers, would be extremely well placed 
for motorists and could hardly fail to be 
profitable. 

The broad proposal for overspill is 
therefore that plans should be based on 
drawing some firms and people out to 
the neighbourhood of ‘motor age’ 
employment centres 10 or 15 miles away, 
and on the recasting of the exporting city 
to provide as well as possible for motor 
vehicles. This will cost a great deal of 
money but the city that does it well is 
likely to score very heavily over those 
that do not.

ing to Registered House-Builders ,; 
the annual dinner of the Federation 
Grosvenor House, London, on December |}, 
said that house-builders must be mindful of 
their responsibilities. The buying of , 
house was,probably the largest investment 
the average person made in his life. ‘ There. 
fore, he declared, ‘I would particularly 
stress three points: (1) the houses we build 
must be of sound construction; (2) they must 
be built efficiently and economically and a 
the least possible cost; and (3) they must be 
of good design. 

‘On the first point, the members of this 
Federation are pledged to conform with , 
standard specification, and through the 
National MHouse-Builders Registration 
Council a two-year warranty is given to the 
purchaser so that a registered house can be 
purchased with confidence. It is an unfor- 
tunate fact that the public do not always 
buy with prudence, and a registered house 
is an undoubted safeguard not only to the 
purchaser but to the mortgagee. In connec- 
tion with the latter I am sure that those who 
are responsible for the safe investment of 
other people’s money will see the point. 

‘On the second point, unless the credit 
squeeze is eased the output of private enter- 
prise houses may very well decline seriously 
in the coming year.’ 

With regard to the question of design, he 
hoped that the new housing projects of their 
members would be in the hands of those 
best qualified to deal with this important 
work. In his opinion, a house of good and 
economical design could best be achieved 
by the combined brains of the architect and 
builder, not forgetting to let the housewife 
have her say. ‘I believe that today this 
kind of team is increasingly working to- 
gether so that the best possible designs are 
made available to the house-buying public.’ 


An Architect’s Views 


A new approach to designing houses was 
called for by Mr. H. Conotty, CBE, 
V-PRIBA, County Architect, Essex. Small 
house design, he said, had. remained very 
much as it was before the war. 

We still tended to ‘dress our houses in a 
kind of backward-looking Teddy boy uni- 
form.’ The vogue of diamond-patterned 
leaded windows and sham timbering had 
lingered too long. 

‘I do plead for a more vigorous, bold and 
up-to-date approach to the problems of the 
small house,’ he added.

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IN PARLIAMENT

Relieving London’s Congestion 


PuE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government was asked in the Com- 
mons on December 11 what proposals he 
had for the provision of more residential 
accommodation in central London and 
whether he would refuse consent to any 
further business and commercial building 
in that area because of the heavy demands 
on transport facilities. 

In declining to accede to such a ban, 
which he described as ‘not realistic,’ Mr. 
DUNCAN SANDYS said: It was to reduce 
congestion that I modified the County of 
London Development Plan to increase the 
area allocated for residential use and to 
‘estrain the spread of commerce in the 
central areas. Since then I have missed no 
opportunity of emphasising the importance 
f those questions. I am hoping soon to 
receive from the London County Council 
ind the City Corporation proposals for 
further measures to relieve congestion. 

Mrs. JeGeER.—While appreciating the 
action which the Minister has already taken 
may I ask, him whether he would agree that 
there are indications that office building in 
central London is already excessive, as one 
can see from the number of advertisements 
about Office space to let in many of these 
new and older office buildings. Is he not 
prepared to answer the specific point of my 
question whether he will definitely refuse 
his consent to any further business or 
commercial building at least for the time 
being ? 

Mr. SANDYS.—It is not so easy. It would 
really not be realistic to put a ban on all 
further commercial building in what is after 
all the principal commercial centre of this 
country: and apart from whether it would 
be wise to do so, the compensation involved 
would run into fantastic figures. -That must 
be borne in mind: but I am doing what I 
can to keep additional commercial building 
within bounds. 


Hospital Building Plans 


HE expenditure of £20 million on capital 
developments in the hospital service in 
England and Wales in 1958-59, compared 
with £13 million during this financial year 
and £18 million proposed for next year, was 
announced by the Minister of Health in a 
written reply on December 12. 

Mr. TurTON said: Hospital boards have 
already been informed of their individual 
allocations within this total for the modern- 
isation of mental hospitals, the replacement 
of obsolete plant and ordinary capital ex- 
penditure. In addition, the programme of 
major building projects announced by my 
predecessor will be extended. The pro- 
gramme already announced included the 
first phases of a number of large schemes. 

! hope to authorise a further phase of the 
new Greaves Hall Mental Deficiency Hos- 
pital to be begun next year, and further 
phases of some other projects in 1958-59 
including Balderton Mental Deficiency Hos- 
pital and the West Wales General Hospital, 
Glangwili. In that year also some big 
schemes already announced but not ready to 
begin earlier are expected to make a start. 

As well as this, I am to-day inviting the 
boards concerned to bring to completion 


the planning of a number of additional 
major projects on the assumption that they 
can be started in 1958-59. These include 
the first phase of a new hospital at Slough; 
a new dental hospital at Birmingham; the 
reconstruction of Hillingdon Hospital; ex- 
tensions to the St. Helen Hospital, Barnsley, 
the Orsett branch of the Tilbury and River- 
side General Hospital, Poole General Hos- 
pital, Bridgend General Hospital, and Lea 
Castle Mental Deficiency Hospital, near 
Kidderminster; additional hospital facilities 
at Kettering, extensions to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, and new out-patient 
departments at the Royal Northern Hos- 
pital, Oldchurch Hospital, Romford, and 
Selly Oak Hospital, Birmingham. 

As I have already indicated, these major 
projects are additional to the building 
which will be undertaken by Boards from 
their own share of the funds available for 
capital expenditure. They are a further 
stage in our plans to meet the need for 
major developments in the hospital service. 
and with the projects already announced 
constitute a programme of substantial 
improvements in each hospital region in 
England and Wales. 

Mr. JAMES Stuart, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, announced on the same day that 
the total provision for capital expenditure 
on hospital building in Scotland would be 
increased from the existing Jevel of 
£2,200.000 this year to £2,500,000 in 1957- 
58 and to £2,700,000 in 1958-59. Approxi- 
mately £1,300,000 will be available to 
regional hospital boards for: their ordinary 
building programmes. Allotments of 
£350,000 and £300,000 were being made in 
the years 1957-58 and 1958-59 respectively 
for the special programme of plant renewal. 
The balance of the money will be allocated 
to further the progress of those major 
building schemes at present under construc- 
tion and to begin six new major schemes. 

At present work is being carried out on eight 
schemes, the total estimated cost of which is 
£3,250,000. 

(1) Radiotherapy Institute at the Western 
General Hospital, Edinburgh. 

(2) Neuro-surgica! Unit at the 
General Hospital, Edinburgh. 

(3) Reconstruction and modernisation of 
Westgreen Mental Hospital, Dundee (Stage I). 

(4) Extension of Victoria Hospital, Kirkcaldy. 

(5) New Maternity Hospital at Bellshill, 
Lanarkshire. 

(6) Extension of Ladysbridge Hospital for 
Mental Defectives at Banif (Stage I). 

(7) Extension of Baldovan Institution for 
Mental Defectives, Dundee (Stage I) 

(8) Extension of the Royal Scottish National 
Institution (for mental defectives), Larbert. 

In 1957-58 it is proposed to start the follow- 
ing three projects with ‘a total estimated cost 
of £1,010,000. 

(1) Extension of the Royal Edinburgh Mental 
Hospital. 

(2) New hospital in Shetland. 

(3) Reconstruction of the Glasgow Victoria 
Infirmary. 

In 1958-59 it was proposed to start three 
further schemes with a total estimated cost of 
£920,000. These are:— 

(1) Radiotherapy Institute in Glasgow. 

(2) Reconstruction and modernisation of 
Westgreen Mental Hospital, Dundee (Stage II). 

(3) New Maternity Hospital in Glasgow. 

Planning work is also in hand for other 
schemes to start in 1959-60 and succeeding 
years. 

Mr. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer if he had reached 
a decision on the recommendation of the 
Guillebaud Committee that hospital capital 
schemes of less than £100,000 should no 
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longer require individual approval by the 
Treasury. 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, said in reply on December 
11, Yes. Hospital capital schemes costing 
less than £60,000 no longer require 
individual approval by the Treasury. 


Subsidies for Houses 


R. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 

Housing and _ Local Government, 
encountered vigorous Opposition criticism in 
the Commons on December 13, when he 
moved the Government order abolishing, 
with one exception, the general needs sub- 
sidies for houses and flats. Labour members 
accused him of adopting a ‘singularly in- 
human point of view’ and being ‘small 
minded’ in deciding so soon to do what he 
had promised more than 12 months ago he 
was prepared to do. 


The Minister, in commending the order 
to the House, said that it would apply to 
dwellings other than those for which 
tenders had been accepted by local authori- 
ties or had been submitted to the Ministry 
before November 2. The exception would 
be one-bedroom dwellings and for those 
the Government would preserve the £10 
subsidy. They thought it was desirable, in 
the light of the inquiry they had held into 
the provision of homes for old people, to 
encourage local authorities to build more 
houses for elderly persons. 


Because of the experience of the last 
year the Government had come to the 
conclusion that the transitional subsidy 
could come to an end without causing 
undue embarrassment to local authorities. 
Anxieties which the Opposition had expres- 
sed during the passage of the Housing 
Subsidies Bill had proved to be largely 
unfounded. The facts did not bear out their 
contentions that the reduction of the sub- 
sidies would kill local authority housing. 


In the first ten months of this year tenders 
for 92,000 council houses had _ been 
approved, compared with 95,000 for the 
same period in 1955, before local authorities 
knew anything about the cut in housing 
subsidies. Many people thought too many 
houses were being built, but the figures he 
gave refuted the argument that the effect of 
reducing the subsidies would be catastrophic 
or would result in the end of council house 
building. 

There had been a major switch in house 
building away from building for general 
needs and towards the provision of houses 
for slum clearance. That was what was 
wanted, and it was one of the main inten- 
tions of the House when they approved the 
new structure for housing subsidies a year 
ago. His campaign was going ‘ pretty well.” 
The slum clearance drive was steadily gain- 
ing momentum. 

In 1955, local authorities had submitted to 
him slum clearance schemes dealing with 
more than 20,000 houses. This year, 
schemes had been submitted covering more 
than double that number. The Government 
and local authorities could be well 
pleased with the progress being made. The 
Government had set themselves a target of 
rehousing people from the slums at the rate 
of 200,000 a year, and the way things were 
going made him think it would not be long 
before that target was reached. He believed 
that few local authorities would find it 
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necessary to claim the extra subsidy, but 
when they did the applications would be 
carefully considered. 


Mr. Muirtcuison, for the Opposition, 
expressed his pleasure that the subsidy was 
preserved for one-bedroom houses. He 
welcomed the Minister’s repentance from his 
attitude during the progress of the Housing 
Subsidies Act, and hoped for a further 
repentance after inquiries had been made 
about projects by local authorities. The 
Minister had adopted a singularly inhuman 
attitude. The reduction of the housing 
subsidy to £10 a year was equivalent to 4s. 
a week which would have to be found either 
from the rates or higher rents. Did Mr. 
Sandys think that house building in England 
and Wales, and the activities of local 
authorities, would not suffer from the 
economic consequences of the’ Govern- 
ment’s unfortunate Suez adventure? Local 
authorities were building fewer and fewer 
houses, private owners were building more. 


During the debate Mr. Sparks said that 
in 1953 202,000 houses had been completed, 
in 1955 the number was 162,000. Taking 
the figures for the first nine months of 
1956 it was expected that the total would 
fall to 135,000, a reduction of 67,000 in three 
years. In 1954 private enterprise and local 
authorities had built 308,000 houses, but on 
the basis of completions in the first nine 
months of this year the total in England 
and Wales would be 261,000, and. 24,000 in 
Scotland, making an aggregate of 285,000. 


Mr. ENOCH POoweELL, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry, replying to the 
debate, said that although local authorities 
knew of the intention to reduce subsidies, 
and to abolish them ‘ within a year or so,’ 
they were submitting tenders for approval 
at a rate not less than that being approved 
in the previous financial year. They could 
apply for the special subsidy if they could 
show there was an urgent need for additional 
accommodation to be provided and that 
they could not do that under the current 
subsidies without there being an increase in 
the rates unduly or charging unduly high 
rents. Out of 1,400 local authorities in 
England and Wales only 10 had suggested 
that they might come within that category. 


_ Of course, more of the total number of 
houses built would go to rehouse people 
from slums. That was the intention of the 
shift of emphasis, and leaving the differential 
subsidy attached to such houses. 


The order was agreed to by 275 votes to 
241—Government majority, 34.

With the use 
of a Braille micrometer, 270 St. Dunstaners 
are now employed in a variety of jobs in 
industry. Since it was formed in 1915, St. 
Dunstan’s has helped more than 10,000 per- 
sons. The institution still relies upon volun- 
tary contributions from people who realise 
the value of sight and their debt to others 
who lost it fighting for our freedom. 
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Car Parking in the City 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE’S RECOMMENDATIONS 


MULTI-STOREY car park over 

Liverpool Street Station is included in 
a scheme, aimed at solving the City of 
London’s parking problem, which was 
approved by the Court of Common Council 
at its meeting on December 13. 

A special committee set up to consider 
the problem recommended the provision of 
a number of off-street car parks, mainly in 
the form of multi-storey garages. They 
suggest that the work should be carried out 
by private developers and by the Corpora- 
tion itself, and suggest sites for 14 car parks, 
providing for about 6,250 cars. 

The Liverpool Street Station site, which 
would cater for 600 cars, is fourth in order 
of priority. It would be built over the track, 
and would have ramp access. 

The committee recommend that the 
improvements and town planning com- 
mittee should be asked to earmark the 14 
sites, and that the streets committee 
should. be asked to prepare plans for the 
multi-storey garages to be built by the 
Corporation. 

They also want the streets committee to 
report to the Court as soon as possible with 
details of the construction, operation and 
maintenance of the garages. 


Multi-Storey Garages 


They said: * We feel that the provision of 
multi-storey garages on the lines suggested 
in this report is the only practicable solu- 
tion to the car parking problem, and it is 
in our opinion one which, sooner or later, 
must be followed by other cities if the busi- 
ness areas are not to become ‘progressively 
more congested. 

‘To be successful, the policy of provid- 
ing such accommodation must be a bold 
one, and to effect a significant improvement 
in the flow of traffic we are of opinion that 
in the City provision for a number 
approaching 7,000 cars must be made. 

To deal with the parking problem by 
legislation preventing cars coming into the 
City would be undesirable because only a 
relatively small proportion of the cars 
entering the City came to park, and because 
of the adverse effect on the life and trade 
of the City. 

The committee said: ‘We cannot too 
strongly emphasise that the necessity to 
provide private parking accommodation in 
new building development will continue, 
and is unaffected by any provision of public 
car parks or garages which may be made 
in the future.’ 

The committee had before them a report 
from their Engineer, in which he said that 
it would probably be necessary to provide 
for about 5,000 cars before there was any 
substantial relief in congestion. 


Multi-storey parks should not in most ~ 


cases provide for more than 500 cars, 
although one or two larger ones for up to 
1,000 cars could be considered in certain 
areas. 

The initial policy should be for the Cor- 
poration car parks to have ramp access, 
and no mechanical aids to parking other 
than hand-operated devices. 

Applications from private developers for 
the erection of fully mechanised car-parks 


on land leased from the Corporation should 
be considered. 

The committee said that the question of 
whether or not the garages should provide 
facilities such as car-washing and the sale 
of petrol was one which must to some 
extent be answered by experience. They 
suggested that the streets committee should 
consider it. 

Sites which the committee want ear- 
marked, with suggestions for the type of car 
park are: Upper Thames-street by South- 
wark Bridge, ‘ multi-storey for 560 cars; 
Upper Thames-street, next to London 
Bridge, multi-storey, 600 cars; Bishopsgate, 
over Liverpool-street Station, New Ludgate- 
square, possibly fully mechanised car park, 
500 cars; Aldersgate-street, west side, multi- 
storey, 500 cars. 

Houndsditch, by Stoney-lane, multi- 
storey, 500 cars; St. Paul’s precinct, Pater- 
noster-square, basement and ground floor, 
240 cars; Upper Thames-street, next to 
Blackfriars Bridgehead, multi-storey, 750 
cars; Milton-street, by Silk-street, multi- 
storey, 500 cars; Minories, by Royal Mint- 
street, multi-storey, 500 cars. 

St. Paul’s precinct, underground, 150 
cars; St Andrew-street, by Robin Hood 
Court, fully-mechanised, 300 cars; W. 
Smithfield, ‘by Smithfield-street, multi- 
storey, 300 cars. 

In presenting the report, MR. KINGSLEY 
CoLLeETT, chairman of the special committee, 
said it was felt by the committee that it 
would be wrong for the provision of multi- 
storey garages to be undertaken solely by 
the Corporation out of public funds. He 
asked the Council to approve the report so 
that the sites could be ear-marked. 

Mr. H. S. SyreTT expressed some doubt 
about the cost of providing them, and asked 
what would happen if private enterprise did 
not want to take part. He went on to com- 
plain that the improvements and town plan- 
ning committee had not had sufficient oppor- 
tunity to examine the matter and suggested 
that that committee would have been the 
appropriate one to have dealt with the entire 
scheme in the first place. 

He moved reference back, but this fell for 
lack of a seconder. 


American Experience 


Another member spoke of multi-storey 
garages in the United States, many of which 
were sideless buildings, but this led MR. 
DouGLas YOUNG to comment: ‘I should be 
very sorry to see such rat-trap structures 
accepted here.’ He felt that the parking 
problem could be solved if there were more 
police and stiffer fines. 

Mr. W. E. Sykes thought that the com- 
mittee should consider the invitation of 
Americans to advise in any multi-storey car- 
park schemes ‘because of their wealth of 
experience.’ 

Mr. Joun Batty, chairman of the 
improvements and town planning committee, 
said that if it were to be Corporation or 
private enterprise who developed the garages, 
he hoped it would be the latter. ‘I hope 
we will never be in competition with private 
concerns,’ he said.

The report was approved. 


St. Paul’s Precinct 


The Council also approved two reports 
submitted by the improvements and town 
planning committee—one on amendments to 
the County of London Plan in relation, to 
§t. Paul’s Cathedral Precinct, and the other 
on the provision of shopping facilities in the 
city. 

In the St. Paul’s report, the principal 
amendment involved the definition of the 
new precinct designed by Sir William 
Holford as an area of comprehensive 
redevelopment, together with certain road 
proposals outside the strict limits of the 
precincts. 

The precinct will now extend over the 
whole of the land surrounding the Cathedral, 
bounded on the north by Newgate-street, on 
the west by Warwick-lane, Ave-Maria-lane, 
Stationers’ Hall Court and Creed-lane, on 
the south by Carter-lane, the line of the pro- 
posed Vista and Queen Victoria-street, and 
on the east by the western end of St. 
Nicholas Church, Distaff-lane and the new 
link road from Cannon-street to Cheapside. 


Within the precinct the committee had 
made a minor modification of the plan pre- 
pared by Sir William by proposing to adhere 
to the present building line in Newgate- 
street. 


The report continued: ‘Outside the pre- 
cinct it is necessary to indicate our proposals 
for a new link road between Carter-lane 
and Ludgate-hill. This constitutes a modi- 
fication to the proposals as given in Sir 
William’s report, prepared by him in con- 
sultation with the City Engineer and with 
the Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation 
to secure an alignment and curvature appro- 
priate to the importance of this traffic route. 
This road proposal is in substitution for the 
extension of Carter-lane to Ludgate-circus, 
which is shown in the County of London 
Development Plan. 


_' These foregoing proposals involve addi- 
tional land being defined for comprehensive 
development within the precinct lying be- 
tween Creed-lane and Godliman-street to the 
north of Carter-lane and outside the precinct 
between Creed-lane and Ludgate Broadway / 
Ludgate Court and between Carter-lane and 
Ludgate-hill, 


_The estimated cost of acquiring the addi- 
tional land now to be. designated as liable 
to compulsory acquisition is approximately 
i4;m. The majority of this sum was in- 
cluded in the figure of £10 to £12m., which 
was the estimated cost of giving effect to the 
Proposals of Sir William Holford. 

The only other amendment was related to 
the area north of Paternoster-row. In the 
original development plan this was pro- 
grammed for completion in eight to 12 years 
from the approval of the plan, but it was 
now anticipated that the redevelopment of 
the area would be substantially completed in 
the next seven years. 

_ The committee had taken into account the 
views of the Royal Fine Art Commission 
and of the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s 


and had also considered points raised by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 

Having done this it had formed a number 
of conclusions, among them: that the pro- 
posal of Sir William to retain Ludgate Hill 
as a main traffic route should be approved, 
subject to the re-alignment of the Link Road 
between Carter-lane and Ludgate-hill; that 
the choir school should be retained at the 
east end of the Cathedral; that the proposed 
southern vista should be widened to a maxi- 
mum of 60 feet; and that for the present 
the design of the western forecourt should 
remain substantially as proposed by Sir 
William. 

The report was approved. 

Shopping Facilities 

In its second report, on shopping facilities, 
the committee emphasised the importance 
which it attached to the provision of adequate 
shopping facilities in the future City of Lon- 
don. A number of factors, among them the 
increasing employment of women in the 
City, had resulted in the committee con- 
templating an addition to the areas zoned 
in the development plan for shopping 
purposes. 

But it was felt that the sporadic develop- 
ment of shopping areas should not be en- 
couraged without regard to traffic considera- 
tions, both vehicular and pedestrian. 

However, the committee were convinced 
that the Corporation, as planning authority, 
should be constantly alert to the danger of 
the gradual diminution in the number of 
shops in the City under pressure of large- 
scale office development. 

Their report continued: ‘ Notwithstanding 
the present zoning of shopping areas there 
has, since 1939, been a decrease in the City 
of 53 per cent. in the number of shops and 
of 18 per cent. in the number of restaurants. 

‘ Although we believe that upon the com- 
plete redevelopment of the areas at present 
zened for shops (including, for instance, 
Cheapside) the extent of shopping facilities 
will more nearly approach those prevailing 
in 1939, we are at present taking steps to 
review the shopping zones in the develop- 
ment plan in order that, on the occasion of 
the forthcoming quinquennial review, suit- 
able recommendations can be submitted to 
the Court for an extension of the shopping 
zones.” 

The committee submitted their own obser- 
vations on a number of suggestions from 
Captain Instone, a member of the Court. 
His suggestion that the Corporation should 
encourage developers on appropriate sites 
to consider the inclusion of an arcade of 
shops, was one that had always been in mind, 
the committee reported. The Holford 
Scheme for St. Paul’s Precinct incorporated 
a shopping area such as that envisaged by 
Captain Instone. 

‘Furthermore, such areas could be pro- 
vided in any scheme for large-scale shopping 
and restaurant facilities in the Barbican 
area.” 


Multiple Stores 


Captain Instone had also suggested ‘ that 
an approach be made to some of the multiple 
stores to see whether they would entertain 
a site in the City for multiple stores with 
flats above, either for their own staff, or 
for renting to other residents, and that some 
special consideration be given to multiple 
store developers to build in the City.’ 

The committee had instructed the Plan- 
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ning Valuer to communicate with the Mul- 
tiple Stores Federation on this matter. 


New Schemes Approved 

The Court accepted recommendations 
from the improvements and town planning 
committee that permission be granted for 
a number of major development schemes 
within the commercial fringe of the Cripple- 
gate-Barbican area. 

The proposed development includes the 
erection of a 27-storey building. 

The Committee reported that the London 
County Council accepted the principles of 
a scheme of comprehensive development of 
a residential neighbourhood in the area. 

The provision of adequate car-parking 
space is one of the conditions attached to 
approval in each case. Another is the pro- 
vision of pedestrian footways and a podium 
for public access to be connected by means 
of bridges to other developments to form 
a continuous system throughout the area. 

The development schemes to which 
approva] was given were: A site bounded 
by Ropemaker-street, Moorgate, the 
southern boundary of 165 to 171 Moorgate, 
Moorfields, Tenter-street, and Moor-lane— 
excluding 6 to 12 Tenter-street and 23 to 
26 White-street: erection of new buildings 
of two, six and 27 storeys for use of shops 
and offices with, in particular, shops on the 
ground floor of the six-storey building 
fronting White-street, Moorfields and Tenter- 
street, and the clearance of two sites 
within this area as open spaces. Developer: 
Vivian Hicks. 

A site bounded by Wood-street, Route 11, 
Mediaeval London Wall and London Wall, 
excluding Barber Surgeon’s Hall: Erection 
of a new building for use as offices, shops 
ancillary restaurants, licensed premises, car 
parking and flats. Developer: Felix Wilson. 

Also on this site: The erection of a new 
building for use partly as offices, showroom 
and warehouses and shops, restaurant and a 
licensed premises. About 41 per cent. of 
the space will be used for commerce. Archi- 
tect: L. Rome-Guthrie, FRIBA. 

Another development scheme in the City 
to which permision was granted was for the 
erection of an office building, not. exceed- 
ing 11 storeys, at 70 to 75 and part of 67 
to 69, Houndsditch, and 35, 35a and 36a, and 
part of 34, Camomile-street. Here, again, 
one of the conditions is the provision of car- 
parking space, in this case below ground. 
Developer: Herbért Reeves. 

The Committee refused permission for the 
development of a site of about 19,432 sq. ft. 
within the Portsoken section of the compre- 
hensive development area. It had been 
asked to sanction the erection of two build- 
ings for use as a warehouse and shops to 
replace those destroyed by enemy action at 
the site, 3 to 9 (odd), and 11 to 27 (odd), 
Middlesex-street, part of 48, and the whole 
of 50, Aldgate-avenue. Developers: W. B. 
Hallett, Fox and White. 

The reason for refusal was that the pro- 
posed development of the sites as a single 
unit would seriously prejudice the compre- 
hensive redevelopment of the area. 

Permission was granted for the retention 
of a car park at 23 to 25, Blackfriars-lane, 
and 6 to 10, Waitham-street, but to ensure 
that permanent redevelopment of the area 
was not prejudiced, the Committee attached 
a condition that the use must be discontinued 
by December 31, 1958.

"THE ninety-ninth ordinary meeting of 

the Architects Registration Council 
of the United Kingdom was held at 66, 
Portland-place, W1, on December 14, 
with the chairman, Mr. Denis Poulton, 
FRIBA, in the chair. 

Approval was given to admission to 
the register of 74 applicants, 70 of whom 
had qualified by examination under Sec- 
tion 6(1)(c) of the Principal Act and the 
remainder under Section 6(1)(d) of the 
Principal Act and under Regulation 
26(a)(3), architects resigned—seeking re- 
admission. In addition, one application 
was rejected. 


Maintenance Scholarships 


The report of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, which was adopted, 
recommended that the Panel of Ex- 
aminers for the Maintenance Scholar- 
ships for 1957 be appointed as follows: 
Chairman, Mr. Martin S. Briggs; general 
knowledge, Mr. F. F. S. Bryson; mathe- 
matics, Dr. E. S. Martin; essays, Dr. G. I. 
Sinclair; drawing test and design test, 
Mr. Hubert Lidbetter. 

The Board reminded the Council, in 
their report, that under the new scale for 
the Maintenance Scholarships approved 
by the Council, it was decided that there 
should be no upper income limit. The 
Board submitted that this decision did 
not comply with the intention of Section 
14 of the Architects Registration Act, 
1931, which provided that at least half 
the total amount of the fees for registra- 
tion received annually by the Council 
should be devoted, in such manner and 
on such conditions as the Council might 
determine, to the provision of scholar- 
ships and maintenance grants for the 
assistance of students in architecture 
whose means appeared to the Council to 
be insufficient to enable them to pursue 
their studies. 

A recommendation that an upper in- 
come limit of £2,250; with £300 allow- 
ance in respect of each dependant, ex- 
cluding the candidate, be adopted in 
dealing with applications received for 
admission to the 1957 Maintenance 
Scholarships Examination, was accepted 
by the Council. The Board intend to 
review this particular question § in 
October of each year so that any neces- 
sary decision regarding the upper income 
limit may be taken in time to be followed 
in connection with the Maintenance 
Scholarships awards in the following 
year. 

The Board have informed the Incor- 
porated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors that they have taken note of 
the proposal to conduct examinations at 
the Intermediate and Final levels in 
1957, but that they cannot give prior 
approval to the examination regulations, 
syllabus, etc., as such. They look for- 
ward, however, to receiving the necessary 
examples of work both in the Testi- 
monies of Study and in the examinations 
themselves in due course.

The Admission Committee reported 
that in accordance with the Council’s in- 
structions the names of 93 persons were 
removed from the register on November 
8, 1956, for non-payment of the 1956 
Retention Fees. The corresponding 
figure for 1955 was 60. 


Code of Conduct 


The Professional Purposes Committee 
reported that, with reference to the meet- 
ing of the Council in June last, they have 
considered the request of the chairman 
of the Discipline Committee that Prin- 
ciple VII should be stated in clearer terms 
in order to remove any possible ambi- 


guity and have agreed with him that the. 


text of Principle VII be revised as 
follows, the words in italics having been 
added: 

‘An architect must not, while practising 
his profession, carry on or engage in any 
operation of trade or business which is in- 
consistent or out of keeping with the fitting 
and proper discharge of his professional 
duties or which would raise doubts as to his 
professional integrity as an architect.’ 
Further, the chairman of the Discipline 

Committee is now satisfied as a result of 
a memorandum submitted by the chair- 
man of the Professional Purposes Com- 
mittee that it is the view of the profes- 
sion that it is improper for an architect 
to carry on trade in land or buildings 
and that any such trade must be pro- 
hibited absolutely. 

With reference to the direction of the 
Council at their October meeting that 
the text of Example (iii) of Principle III 
should be clarified, the Committee 
recommended that the example should 
now read as follows, the words in italics 
having been added: 

‘An architect may advertise for salaried 
employment. Such an advertisement in the 
lay Press must be anonymous but in the 
architectural professional Press or the techni- 
cal Press the name of the architect may be 
disclosed. Advertisements may be inserted in 
the Press by architects requiring assistants 
and the name of the advertiser may be dis- 
closed. The term ‘lay Press’ relates to any 
periodical not published specifically for archi- 
tects (architectural professional Press) nor for 
other allied professions Engineers, Surveyors, 
Auctioneers and Estate Agents (technical 
Press).’ 

This recommendation was agreed by 
the Council. 

Another recommendation of the same 
committee on brochures was approved. 
This stated that booklets issued by estate 
owners or others offering plans of houses 
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designed by an architect or architects 
may contain the names of the architects 
responsible for them provided: 

(a) that the architect’s name is not osten- 
tatiously displayed ; 

(b) that the letter press accompanying the 
designs must not be such as could be 
construed as an indirect offer of the 
architect’s services ; 

(c) that publication of the booklet was not 
solicited or induced by the architect 
and that the architect is in no way con- 
cerned with its distribution. 


ATOMIC CONTRACTS 
Three New Power Stations 


THREE commercial atomic power stations 
—two in England (at Bradwell, Essex, and 
Berkeley, Gloucestershire) and one at Hun- 
terston, Ayrshire, are to be built, and con- 
tracts were placed on December 13. They 
offer evidence of the practical implementa- 
tion of the Government’s provisional pro- 
gramme for the peaceful development of 
nuclear energy outlined in a White Paper 
(Cmd. 9389) published early last year, which 
provided for the construction of 12 stations 
in 10 years. 

The Central Electricity Authority an- 
nounced on December 13 that they had 
asked the Nuclear Power Plant Co., Ltd., to 
be responsible for the Bradwell project, in 
Essex, and the AEI—John Thompson 
Nuclear Energy Co., Ltd., to build a station 
at Berkeley, Gloucestershire. 

The General Electric Company have 
been given a contract for the South of 
Soctland Electricity Board’s atomic power 
station which it is planned to build, at 
Hunterston, Ayrshire. This is the largest 
of the three projects, with a total generating 
capacity of 360,000 kilowatts. The archi- 
tects for the Hunterston station are Messrs. 
Howard V. Lobb and Partners, 20, Gower- 
street, WC1. It should be noted that the 
illustration which appeared in certain 
national papers on December 14 was an 
artist’s impression of the design only, and 
that the architects’ design will show con- 
siderable changes. 

A fourth station at Inkley Point, Somer- 
set, is also proposed, and is the subject of 
negotiation between the CEA and the Eng- 
lish Electric - Babcock and Wilcox - Taylor 
Woodrow Group. It is intended to proceed 
with erection when planning approval and 
consent for the project have been given. 


STEEL PRICES INCREASED 
Average Rise of 6 per cent. 


THE Iron and Steel Board have announced 
increases in the maximum prices of iron 
and steel products which came into effect 
on December 17. 

The new prices represent on average an 
increase of 6 per cent. on existing prices. 
In the case of most products the increase is 
lower than this, but in a few cases such as 
plates, heavy sections and some foundry 
pig iron, a greater increase is necessary in 
the interests of economic development. 

Steel prices in most steel producing coun- 
tries have risen during 1956, and broadly 
speaking, states the Board, the new prices 
in the United Kingdom will be about & per 
cent. below those in W. Europe. 

Under the revised charges, wire rods 
have gone up from £35 7s. to £36 17s. @ 
ton and heavy grade steel sections from 
£33 16s. 6d. to £37 11s. 6d. a ton.

CONCRETE insert, with a 

fully floating nut that has an 
infinite number of positions along 
its length, has been introduced 
from America by the Unistrut 
Division of Sankey-Sheldon, Ltd., 
46, Cannon-street, London, EC4. 
The insert takes the shape of a 
channel with turned-in edges; it 
is made in 13- and 16-gauge 
steel and has specially designed 
end pieces. These perform either 
as anchors or simply as fillers. 

The insert is usually flush- 
mounted, as illustrated, or sur- 
face-mounted, and one or sev- 
eral of a range of attachments can 
be fitted simply by the placing 
of a spring-loaded nut in the 
required position and screwing up 
a bolt. The insert itself has a 
particular application as a support 
or a light, readily adjustable 
framework for the support of 
piping, ducting and services gener- 
ally. 

‘Unistrut’ is availablein standard 
lengths in 23 increments from 
3 in. to 20 ft. The supporting 
capacity of the inserts depends 
largely on the strength of the 
concrete; recommended loading, 
with a_safety-factor of three, 
varies from 500 lb. for the 3 in. 
length to 2,000 lb. per ft. run 
after 12in. Fittings include angle 
brackets, pipe clamps, roller pipe 
supports, cable trough supports, 
and simple cable and conduit 
brackets. 

It is estimated that the BBC

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HOUSING CENSUS REPORT 
Full Data Analysed 


HE analysis by the General Register 
Office of the complete figures on 
housing derived from the 1951 Census 
was published on December 13 under the 
title ‘Census 1951, England and Wales, 
Housing Report ’ (HMSO, price £3). The 
report summarises the housing data which 
have already appeared for local authority 
areas in the census series of county re- 
ports and gives corresponding, but more 
detailed, tabulations for England and 
Wales and its major area subdivisions. 
These tabulations from the full data re- 
place those from a sample given in the 
‘Census 1951, Great Britain, One per 
cent. Sample Tables’ published in 1952. 
Some tabulations from the sample which 
were not repeated for the full data are 
reprinted in a modified form in this 
report. 

Dwellings.—There were 12,389,448 
dwellings (including structurally separate 
flats, masionettes and apartments) enume- 
rated in England and Wales on Census 
day (April 8, 1951); this was more than 
three times the number in 1851, nearly 
double the figure for the 1901 Census and 
32 per cent. higher than at the previous 
Census (1931). The population mean- 
while had increased from just under 
18,000,000 in 1851, 32,500,000 in 1901, 
nearly 40,000,000 in 1931 to 43,750,000 
in 1951. About 40 per cent. of the dwell- 
lings were less than 30 years old at the 
1951 Census. 

The distribution by size had also 
changed substantially; the proportion 
having four or five rooms rose between 
1931 and 1951 from 53 to 63 per cent., 
while dwellings of six rooms or more 
decreased from 32 to 21 per cent. of the 
total. 

In general, dwellings were smaller in 
the north of England than elsewhere. In 
the Northern Region and the East and 
West Ridings the percentages of dwellings 
with no more than three rooms were 32 
and 24, respectively. In all other regions, 
except the London and South-Eastern, 
the percentage was below the national 
figure of 16. More than half the dwell- 
ings of every region were of four or five 
rooms; in the three Northern Regions of 
England, four rooms was the most com- 
mon size, while in all other regions dwell- 
ings of five rooms were the most nume- 
rous. 


Increase in Households 


Private Households.—13,117,868  pri- 
vate households (as distinct from e.g., 
institutional households) were recorded. 
Of these 11,245,945 (86 per cent.) occu- 
pied the whole of a dwelling, the remain- 
ing 1,871,923 having only part of a dwell- 
ing each. The number of private house- 
holds had risen by 28.2 per cent. since 
1931, though the number of persons con- 
tained in them had risen by only 10 per 


cent. The average size had fallen from 
3.72 persons to 3.19. 
Regional variations were generally 


small, but the Northern Region had rela- 
tively high proportions of the larger- 
sized households despite its relatively 


small dwellings. When variations by 
numbers of persons and numbers of 
rooms occupied are examined simul- 
taneously, it is seen that there was 
an abnormally high proportion of one- 
person households occupying one room 
in the London and South-Eastern Region. 
In the Northern Region a relatively high 
number of households of three or more 
persons occupied only three rooms and 
relatively few such households occupied 
five or‘six rooms. In the North Midland 
Region 28 per cent. of one-person house- 
holds occupied five rooms as compared 
with a national figure of 16 per cent. In 
the Eastern Region there was a relative 
deficiency of two- and three-room occu- 
pations. In Wales, households occupying 
two roams or six or more rooms were 
relatively more numerous than others. 


The report analyses extensively the 
composition of households, especially, for 
example, in relation to age and marital 
status of the head of the household, num- 
bers of children, numbers of earners, 
which throws light on their housing con- 
ditions. 


Persons Per Room 


Density of Occupation—The average 
number of persons per room was 0.74, 
as compared with 0.83 in 1931. For 
households of the same size, however, the 
average density increased during the 20 
year-period in almost every case except 
the small households. The overall reduc- 
tion in density resulted from the increased 
proportion of small households, for which 
the number of persons per room is less. 


The density analysis, in the form of 
persons per room, has been studied to- 
gether with the 1951 Census information 
on household composition, examined in 
terms of the relationship and age of the 
members. This compares with the actual 
1951 distribution of households by the 
number of rooms occupied with various 
distributions based on differing hypo- 
thetical allocations of rooms to given 
types of household composition. This 
comparison suggests that there were too 
few two- and three-room units of occupa- 
tion for one- and two-person households, 
most of these being composed of middle- 
aged and elderly persons. At the same 
time, on the stated hypotheses, there was 
a considerable excess of occupation of 
five rooms or more. Most of these occu- 
pations of five rooms or more related to 
older married couples whose families were 
not likely to be increasing in size. 


Households Sharing  Dwellings.— 
Nearly two million households occupied 
only part of a dwelling. Only a fifth 
of these households contained four or 
more persons and only about the same 
proportion occupied four or more rooms. 


Of these households, 150,000 consisted 
each of one person living in one room 
and in roughly 350,000 other cases the 
household had not sufficient rooms to 
allow for a living-room and in addition 
for a bedroom for each married couple, 
each pair of children and each’ other 
person. The remaining three-quarters of 
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the sharing households were apparently 
not by this standard deficient in number; 
of rooms available to them. 


Household Arrangements.—At the 


1951 Census, questions were asked fo, . 


the first time in this country to discover 
whether households had exclusive use of 
certain facilities, shared them with 
another household or were entirely with. 
out them. These were: a piped water 
supply, a cooking stove, a kitchen sink, 
a watercloset and a fixed bath. 


Of households occupying a whole 
dwelling, 59 per cent. had exclusive use 
of all five; for sharing households the 
figure was only 10 per cent. In addition, 
21 per cent. of households in undivided 
dwellings and 11 per cent. of those shar- 
ing dwellings had exclusive use of the first 
four (i.e., other than a fixed bath). A 
further 12 per cent. of non-sharing house- 
holds had exclusive use of at least a 
stove and a sink, making a total of 9° per 
cent. of such households with these two 
for their exclusive use. Households with- 
out exclusive use of both and kitchen 
sink and a watercloset numbered 1.4 
million, being 5 per cent. of non-sharing 
households might then be nearly !6m. 


Pointers to the Future.—On the basis of 
the 1951 information and estimates of the 
future population of England and Wales, 
it is calculated that the number of house- 
holds is likely to rise from the figure of 
13.1 million in 1951 to 15.2 million in 
1975, about three-quarters of the differ- 
ence being accounted for by increases in 
numbers of elderly married couples and 
elderly widowed and divorced persons 
and about one-quarter by the assumed 
increase in the numbers of young married 
heads of households. If by 1975 all mar- 
ried couples had separate accommoda- 
tion, but the proportion of heads of 
households among the non-married re- 
mained as in 1951, the number of private 
households might then be nearly 16m. 


PETROL RATIONING 
AND THE INDUSTRY 


National President’s Statement 


Mr. NiGEL HANNEN, National President, 
speaking at the annual dinner of the Liver- 
pool Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, on December 14, said: * The 
fuel rationing scheme is bound to affect the 
nation’s building programme. Some un- 
employment in the industry will be unavoid- 
able, but employers will do all they can to 
ease the position by redeploying their opera- 
tives so that as far as possible men work 
nearer to their homes. 


‘In addition, the NJC has authorised 
a certain measure of flexibility in working 
hours so that the maximum levels of 
employment and production may be main- 
tained. We have, jointly with the NFBTO. 
also discussed with the Minister of Works 
this morning the special circumstances which 
differentiate building from other industries— 
for example, over 150 tons of materials have 


' to be transported by road for a single house 


—and have impressed upon him the need for 
sympathetic consideration for our industry 
by the rationing authorities.’

Anti-burst Device 

A NEW concept of the prevention of burst 
fe pipes due to freezing of the contents 
has been produced by Mechtrical Industries, 
Ltd., 21, New-road, Orpington, Kent. The 
basis of the system is a polythene plastic 
tube that is threaded through all the cold 
water pipes and plugged at all ends. This 
tube provides a cushion or buffer of air 
along the complete length of pipe which 
collapses and absorbs pressure caused by the 
expansion of ice. It is claimed that this 
tubing will stand freezing and thawing 
almost indefinitely and will not deteriorate 
over a lengthy period. Northfleet, Kent, are 
fitting a hundred houses with this tubing. It 
is claimed that the introduction of this tube 
does not interfere with the flow of water 
and, in fact, thawing takes place more 
quickly. The tubing is made in various 
diameters corresponding to 1/9 the area of 
the water-pipes.

Tron and Steel Pypduction 


JAIGURES publised by the Iron and Steel 

Board shows that steel production in 
November was At the rate of 426,400 tons 
a week compared with 408,600 tons in 
November last year and just exceeds the 
previous highest average weekly rate of 
425,800 tons in March this year.
